It is the second time the high 
court has been asked to rule on 
Blatt-Musmanno votes.

As a result more than half of 
540 ballots were thrown out as 
invalid. 
In Lackawanna County Tues­ 
day. Musmanno picked up 176 
votes with completion of the 
count of absentee ballots. 
Chief Justice John C. Bell, in 
allowing the appeal by Mus- 
manno’s 
attorneys, 
acknowl­ 
edged that if the disputed 6,000 
votes are counted—3.600 for the 
justice and 2.400 for Miss Blatt 
—Musmanno will be the winner. 
"LOOK AT THE MESS” 
The Philadelphia C o m m o n 
IMeas Court affirmed a ruling 
of the city’s election board and 
refused to permit the ballots to 
be tabulated. It held they were 
cast illegally. 
However, the Democratic City 
Committee — supporting Mus­ 
manno—said it was an election 
board error that permitted the 
so-called wrong line votes.

HARRISBURG (AP)—A $5-a- 
week increase in maximum un­ 
employment compensation ben­ 
efits went into effect in Penn­ 
sylvania today. 
The increased benefits provi­ 
sion was the second and final 
phase of the law signed March 
24 by Gov. Scranton climaxing 
a bitter legislative battle which 
drew labor and management in­ 
to the fray. 
Scranton, supported for the 
most part by business, request­ 
ed broad changes in the state 
unemploy rn e n t compensation 
program to rebuild its nearly 
depleted reserve fund. 
IM PACT FELT A L R E A D Y 
Tax 
revisions, 
which 
were 
made retroactive to Jan. I, al­ 
ready have made an impact, 
adding $3 million to receipts 
from employers who pay the 
entire bill for the program. 
The reserve fund contained 
$176.4 million June 26, having 
been 
swelled 
by 
receipts 
of 
$137 million from first quarter 
taxes. The fund, however, owes 
the federal government $167.8 
million, leaving a balance of 
$8.7 million in state funds.

The m em bers of Christ Epis­ 
copal congregation, which was 
organized during the first half 
of the eighteenth century, did 
their best to secure the upkeep

glebe. which hail been granted 
to

congregation

Penns, was sold and the money 
from this fund was to be used

Presidential Parallels, 
Lincoln And Kennedy 


An interesting 
article 
on 
“Presidential Parallels” writ­ 
ten by David S. Keiser, was 
published in the Sunday Mag­ 
azine “Today’’ circulated by 
the Philadelphia Inquirer and 
other newspapers. The article 
follows in full: 


At first glance, any linking of 
Abraham Lincoln and John F. 
Kennedy 
might 
seem 
far­ 
fetched. 
Certainly, 
the 
early 
lives of these two Presidents 
hardly could have been more 
different. 
Lincoln’s log cabin 
background and his self-school­ 
ing contrast sharply with Ken­ 
nedy’s wealth and his private 
school introduction to Harvard. 
Yet. in addition to the obvious 
fact that each was assassinated 
in a period of turmoil over civil 
rights, there are many interest­ 
ing parallels in their lives. To 
the historian who can refer to 
more than 5,000 books published 
on Lincoln, the multiplicity of 
these parallels is truly surpris­ 
ing. 
SUCCESSORS 
First and most obvious is the 
faft that each was succeeded 
by a President Johnson who w as 
born in the South — one born 
in 1808, one in 1908. Hut long 
before this succession in each 
case, 
other 
interesting simi­ 
larities had been piling up. 
Each, 
for 
example, 
was 
named for a grandfather. Each 
was a second child, and came 
from a family that originated rn 
the British Isles and settled in 
Massachusetts. At 23 both Lin­ 
coln and Kennedy joined mili­ 
tary units. Lincoln captained a 
company in the Black Hawk 
War; Kennedy captained a PT 
bo?t in the Pacific. 
Just IOO years apart, 1846 and 
1946, each successfully ran for 
Congress. Each later ran for 
the U.S. Senate against a far 
more famous incumbent. Lin­ 
coln ran 
against 
Stephen 
A. 
Douglas; 
K e n n e d y against 
Henry' Cabot Lodge. Both ob 
tamed a majority of the popular 
vote, but Lincoln lost through a 
vote of the legislature. 
EACH A RUNNER UP 
Again, just IOO years apart. 
in 1856 and 1956, each was the 
runner-up for the Vice Presiden­ 
tial nomination in a year in 
which his party would lose the 
election. Finally, in 1860 and 
1960. each was nominated and 
elected 
to 
t h e 
Presidency. 
Meanwhile, both had taken part 
in a series of famous debates 
with a much better known rival. 
Lincoln debated with Senator 
Douglas; Kennedy debated with 
Vice 
President 
Nixon. 
Later, 
each was killed by gunfire while 
seated beside his wife, and each 
assassin was later shot to death 
by an unauthorized person. 
Curiously, in a period span­ 
ning almost a century of chanc­ 
ing practices, each was in his 
thirties when m a r r i e d . Too, 


both Lincoln and Kennedy were 
wed to 24-year-old brunettes who 
spoke French fluently. And both 
the Lincolns and the Kennedys 
lost a son while in the White 
House. 
UNUSUAL PARALLEL 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
unusual 
parallel between Lincoln and 
Kennedy was that both had a 
relative who was a ‘‘most-elect­ 
ed'' m ayor of Boston. Frederic 
Walker Lincoln was the only 
Boston 
mayor 
elected 
seven 
times, starting in that office in 
1857. John F. (Honey F it/) Fitz­ 
gerald, a grandfather of John 
F. Kennedy, served as mayor 
of Boston five times, starting 
in 1906. 
Each had a next-of kin who 
was graduated from Harvard 
and became an ambassador to 
Great 
Britain. 
Lincoln’s son, 
Robert Todd Lincoln, held thi 
office from 1889 to 1893. Ken­ 
nedy’s father. Joseph Patrick 
Kennedy, served in a like capac­ 
ity from 1937 to 1940. 
ATTORNEY GENERALS 
Like Kennedy. Lincoln had a 
relative who served as attorney 
general. However, the relation­ 
ship was not close, as in the 
case 
of 
Kennedy 
and 
his 
brother. Lincoln’s attorney - gen­ 
eral relative was Levi Lincoln, 
who 
served 
under 
President 
Jefferson. 
More intriguing is the fact 
that both Lincoln and Kennedy 
knew a prominent Illinois Dem­ 
ocrat named Adlai E. Steven­ 
son. Lincoln’s Stevenson was the 
grandfather of the present U.S. 
representative to the United Na­ 
tions. 
Finally, 
both 
Lincoln 
and 
Kennedy had a friend-consult- 
ant named Billy Graham. Lin­ 
coln's Billy Graham was Wil­ 
liam Mentor Graham, a New 
Salem schoolmaster who helped 
Lincoln in his studies. Kennedy’s 
Billy Graham was the Rev. Wil­ 
liam Graham , the evangelist, 
with whom he often consulted.

THE FLOWERING vice presi­ 
dential boom for Secretary of De­ 
fense McNamara appears to be 
withering on the vine. A query to 
a contact in the Pentagon brought 
the retort: “ We do not expect 
to be that lucky.” 
A friend who has a good guess­ 
ing record refuses to take the 
McNamara 
boomlet 
seriously. 
“ As a vote-getter he is an un­ 
known quantity. He has never 
been a candidate. L B J, would 
never bet on a horse that has 
no track record.” 
The same logic might be in­ 
voked to rule out Attorney Gen­ 
eral 
Robert Kennedy. 
But 
his 
case is different. Almost since 
childhood, he has been up to 
his eyes as a m anager or a high­ 
ly active participant in successful 
political campaigns, particularly 
in be half of his brothers. 
Compared to Robert Kennedy. 
M cNamara is indeed a political 
novice. 


RIGHTLY or wrongly, Mr. Mc- 
N am ara’i greatest handicap 
is 
a glowing image of opinionated 
arrogance. 
This has been softened consid­ 
erably by the idea that his a r­ 
rogance is on the side of rigid 
economies. Toward the end of his 
second year in office, he was 
the beneficiary of headlines credit­ 
ing him with chopping out savings 
of more than five per cent in de­ 
fense costs. 
The alleged 
savings 
in 
con­ 
trast to the previous adm inistra­ 


tion’s defense budget were highly 
artificial. In the first Kennedy 
budget he had received IO per 
cent above the last Eisenhower 
budget with which, among other 
things, “ to close the missile gap.” 
There was the happy discovery 
that no such gap existed. It is 
easy to be economical to the tune 
of five per cent if one can start 
with a budget initially fattened 
by twice as much. 
For the fiscal year of 1962 Mc­ 
N am ara’s defense 
expenditures 
w^ere $47.81 billion. For the fiscal 
year following they were up to 
$49.37 billion. In view of spiraling 
costs the increase is understand­ 
able. Other departm ents had com­

15)63. of $92.58 billion 
The basic facts hardly support 
the image of ruthless, efficient 
economy. 
THE 
ECONOMY 
IMAGE has 
most recently been nurtured by 
defiant refusal to spend certain 
sums because Congress had spe­ 
cifically tagged them for mod­ 
ernization of the long range bomb­ 
er planes assigned to the Strategic 
Air Command. 
Concurrently this contempt for 
a congressional mandate is ac­ 
centuating the 
image of opin­ 
ionated arrogance. 
That American bomber capa­ 
bilities spared America the ghast­ 
ly lists of an invasion of the 
Japanese homeland is one of the 
few. 
undisputed strategic facts 
of 1945. 


The B-29 bombers of that era 
were 
rapidly replaced 
by 
the 
ponderous but much longer ranged 
B-36’s. The jet-engine was making 
them obsolete almost before they 
were in full production. 
The B-36 was soon replaced by 
the B-47, the first jet bomber. 
It has given way to the faster 
and more powerful B-52. The im­ 
provements in Russian rocketry 
have challenged the efficacy of 
this plane. 
With hardly a dissenting voice, 
the professionals in the armed 
services and the informed con­ 
gressmen on the Armed Services 
[Committees, believe these fleets 
I have been the principal deterrent 
factor for peace since 1945. 
Funds for modernization have 
I been 
appropriated.

jm ara has greeted them with a

In this, Mr. McNamara is even 
more self opionated than he was 
I in his dubious decisions concern-

Space does not permit a full 
analysis of all the things that 
are wrong in Mr. M cNamara’s 
thinking.

is enough to say

it 
ignores all the lessons 
of warfare concerning weapons. 
It also ignores the high prob­ 
ability that the war aims of a 
future conflict might be some­

atomization of a nation and a

warheads. 
‘There is no better way to lose 


the peace, if not the war. 


IN ADDITION to all these handi­ 
caps, Mr. McNamara has been 
to Viet Nam too often and changed 
his subsequent speeches with too

kaleidoscopic 
regularity. 
They 
have 
ranged 
from 
long 
struggle, 
to 
early 
victory, 
to 
early return of Americans, 
to 
blaming weaknesses within Viet 
Nam and back to a long struggle. 
But each time the rem arks have 
been so insistent that many are 
calling it “ Mr. M cNam ara’s W ar.”

Barry Coldwater but from what 
he said, or rather refused to 
say, you might get the impres­ 
sion he wasn’t exactly belliger­ 
ent.

He said the Republicans must

by name. Asked if he regarded 
the senator as impulsive, Lodge 
said “ people can draw their own 
conclusions.” 
When 
Scranton 
announced 
June 12 he was going to cam­ 
paign for the nomination, mak­ 
ing it a clear stop-Goldwater 
move, he sent the Arizonan a 
telegram, telling Coldwater how- 
much he respected him, and 
adding: 


“ I will say nothing in the 
weeks ahead to diminish that 
respect. On the issues, I will be 
vigorous with all the power at 
my command. On personalities I 
will be silent.” 


BEG A N ATTACK 


But almost at the moment he 
disclosed this telegram he was 
calling 
Goldwater’s 
ideas 
— 
without 
mentioning

name — a “ weird parody” of 
traditional 
Republican 
prin­ 
ciples. 


He attacked what he referred 
to as the “ shoot from the hip, 
rather than think from the head 
foreign policy,” again without 
naming names. As he warmed 
up he threw out phrases against 
“ radical reactionaries.” 
Coldwater responded with “ I 
welcome Bill Scranton into the 
race as one of the outstanding 
governors of the nation.” 
Then the senator said that on 


Dec. 18, 1963 — a couple of 
weeks before he officially an­ 
nounced his candidacy — he re­ 
ceived the following letter from 
Scranton who is now trying to 
block him from the nomination: 
“ I read in the newspapers 
that you are reappraising your 
own situation to decide whether 
to be a candidate for the presi­ 
dential nomination. I hope you 
decide to run, and I would like 
the opportunity, albeit imperti­ 
nent, to discuss this with you.”

Coldwater said they later dis­ 
cussed 
it. 
Scranton, 
asked 
about this letter after he started 
running himself, said he had 
sent a similar letter to two oth­ 
er persons whom he refused to 
name. 
For some days after starting 
out in pursuit of Coldwater, 
Scranton didn’t mention the sen­ 
ator by name. 
But he attacked the “ dime 
store feudalism” of “ radicals of 
the right” and said this is not 
the time to join “ extreme reac­ 
tionaries who are anything but 
conservative.” 
But he warned some of his 
volunteer 
workers:

getting personal; we need every 
vote we can get.”

He must have been having the 
same thoughts as Scranton for 
he said if the govenor continued 
to attack the senator and took op. 
posing sides on issues, he might 
make himself unacceptable to 
Goldwater’s supporters, even if 
he succeeded in * stopping the 
Arizonan at the Republican con­ 
vention this month. 
But by last weekend Scranton 
was 
criticizing Coldwater by 
name and, in making one of his 
sharpest attacks on him, said he 
lacks the qualities required of a 
president. 
Meanwhile, he had said re­ 
peatedly he would support Cold­ 
water if he gets the nomination 
and runs for the presidency. 
Since the convention is still two 
weeks away, Lodge has time to 
get heated up enough to men­ 
tion Coldwater by name.

President Johnson met with 
the retiring ambassador at the 
White House, then went before 
newsmen with Lodge at his side 
to express public thanks for his 
services in Saigon.

lagher, general manager of The 
Associated 
Press, 
Lodge said 
"things in Viet Nam started to 
go better and I felt it was my 
duty to be here” to help Scran­ 
ton.

The former president of Ka­ 
tanga Province announced Mon­ 
day night that Antoine Gizenga.

from

where he has been held for 2V£ 
years. 
With Gizenga’s return, all sur­ 
viving political leaders at the 
outset of the Congo’s independ­ 
ence will be back in the politi­ 
cal arena.

Kalonji said he was willing to 
reconcile with all leaders ex­ 
cept Joseph Ngalmula. who sup­ 
planted him in South Kasai. 
Tshombe said

themselves the “ National Liber­
